.. Бін:-Іп compliance with the requirements of the law I have 
the honor to submit my annual report, as Superintendent of 
. Public Instruction of the Territory of New Mexico, for the уба 
ending December 31, 1892. | 

I understand the purpose of this report to be to place before 
you, and through you before the public, as accurately as possi- 
ble the condition of the schools of the Territory. 

The publie school institution has come to stay in New Mex- 
ico. The law has now been in operation long enough to show 
its beneficial effects. While the present law is excellent and 
far superior to any other that we ever had, at the same time it 
has been found defective in many respects. I shall take the 
liberty to submit suggestions for amendments to the Legisla- 
` ture through the Territorial Board of Education. | | 

There has been great progress in school work during the past 
year in nearly all the counties of the Territory, as will appear 
from the accompanying statement which gives a fair insight as 
to the amount of work done іп each county during the year. 
This has been specially true in the districts deriving benefit from 
licenses. . I regretto have to say that in districts where license 
money has not been available the work accomplished has not 
been as satisfactory as would otherwise have been. One-half 
of the license money, at least, should go to the general school 
fund. On the whole, excellent work has been done, and with 
more ample means greater good results will be obtained. The 
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mistake in imposing a two mill levy for the school fund 
last year proved to be a serious one, particularly in the small 
weak districts where no part of the large amount derived from 
licenses could be used. It is the small weak districts that need 
aid апа encouragement, the large ones are able to take care of 
themselves. lam pleased to see that for the coming year a 
levy of three mills has been made. 


NEW SCHOOL HOUSES.. 


‘Some attention has been given to the building of school 
houses during the year, particularly in the larger cities. Ina 
great number of the smaller districts the old buildings have 
been enlarged and improved and now afford sufficient room for 
all the pupils likely to attend them. There is a very general 


| desire throughout the Territory to secure the building of mod- 


ern school houses. Up to a recent date it was not possible to 
provide for voting bonds in many of the counties, for building 
sehool houses, but now that county surveyors have been secured 
the districts can be surveyed and all other necessary steps can 
be taken to that end. During the coming year many new 
school houses will be erected. | 


TEACHERS. 


So far as the quantity and quality of the work of the schools 
has been affected by the character of the- teachers there has 
been great improvement. During my official visits to.the vari- 
ous counties I have noticed with a good deal of pleasure the 
changes that have'taken place for the better, and the manner in 
which the teachers conduct their schools. This is due in a great 
degree to the Normal training which many- of the present 
teachers have received at Las Vegas, Albuquerque and Silver 


` City, where successful Normal Institutes have been held, at- 


tended by hundreds of scholars. 
TEXT BOOKS AND SCHOOL APPLIANCES. 


The adoption of а uniform series of books for the public 


TN 
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schools of the Territory has brought about very satisfactory 
results. Fortunately for our people the selection of books was 
left to the Territorial Board instead of the local authorities, so 
that we got the benefit of a very sharp competition among pub- 
lishers, and as a result remarkably low rates. The new system 
of furnishing text books for our schools has more than met the 
expectations of its most sanguine friends. |

CONCLUSIONS. 

From the reports submitted to me, regarding the олп 
of the schools, I have come to the conclusion, 

First. That as regards quantity of work done, measured by . 
attendance and length of schools, there has been marked im- 
provement. 

Second. In quality of work, as indicated by character of 
teachers, by scope of studies pursued, by supply and character’ 
of text books and appliances used, and by character and efti- 
ciency of local supervision, there was also marked improvement, 
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Third. Ав affected by improved school buildings and by а 


better system of management, their general condition was . 


noticeably improved. 

Fourth. Ав affected by a growing public mterest and ap- 
preciation of their work, there was substantial improvement and 
is promise of still better things for the future. 


CITY SCHOOLS. 
LAS VEGAS SCHOOLS. 


Frank E. Doty, Superintendent. 

The three magnificent public school houses of East and 
West Las Vegas are a source of pride to the whole Territory. 

The total enrollment in October, 1891, was barely 250, while 
in October, 1892, it amounted to 807. 

The number of teachers engaged in October, 1891, was four 
females and one male, total five; the total number of teachers 
now engaged is seven. 

The public school system seems ‘to have grown in popular 
favor. ‘A fair progress has been made in all departments. A 
high school course of study has been adopted and 15 in success- 
ful operation. Below the high school no changes have been 
made in the course of study. 

The school apparatus is of the best and is in amount suffi- 
cient for present needs. They have encyclopaedias, dictionaries. 
gazeteers, atlases, and other books of reference; devices for 
number work, reading charts, geographical charts, Bancroft’s 
aids, etc. The primary department is stocked with material 
for making the beginning work interesting. Music is taught 


all through the course. A special teacher in drawing gives in- - 


truciion in each room. 


Short addresses from prominent citizens have given а stim- | 
ulus to the work of the higher grades, and have formed a fea- 


ture of the morning exercises. 
Due observance has been given to the special holidays and 
the great events of the year. The deaths of such men as Whit- 
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tier and Tennyson were not permitted to pass unnoticed. Arbor 
Day was the occasion for an immense school demonstration, 
which, on Columbus Day, was eclipsed by one more elaborate 
and beautiful. 

In the school work, the chief object has Бей. io. secure 
thoroughness. Printed reports are sent to all parents every 
month. Examinations are held every month and no promotions 
are made except where pupils are deserving. Seventy pupils 
failed to be promoted last year because of sickness or other in- 
ability to pursue the course as required. . : 

The number of months taught from Oct. 1; 1891, to Oct. 1, 
1892, has been 10. | 

Five lady teachers receive, each, per month, the sum of $65; 
one lady receives $45; the superintendent receives $180. Тһе 
salaries last year for lady teachers were, for each month, $80— 
а reduction, as will be seen, of $15. 

All of the teachers of last year gave such satisfaction that 
they were re-elected.

RATON SCHOOLS. 
M. D. L. Buell, Superintend ent. 


On the oth of September of the present y year Prof. M. D, L, 
3 
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Buell took charge of the common schools of Raton. At that 
time no regular course of study for the schools had been 
adopted, but immediately upon his taking charge he prepared ` 
а thorough course of study which was unanimously adopted by 
the school board. Тһе schools are in а prosperous conditton, 


the discipline is strict and the pupils are generally making 


commendable progress. 

There are at present six teachers. The enrollment on Oct. 1, 
1892, was 220 males and 181 females, total 401. 

The city schools of Raton are as well equipped with ap- 
paratus as any school in the Territory. The buildings are 
heated by furnaces, and are well lighted and ventilated. They 


. possess maps, charts, . globes, anatomical charts, numerous 


electrical appliances, and а, well Selected library. 


ALBUQUERQUE SCHOOLS. 


Charles E. Hodgin, Superintendent. 

Don Francisco Fernandez de la Cueva Enriquez, Duke of 
Albuquerque, must have been а man of prophetic powers and 
of great foresight. At the time of establishing the settlement 
of Albuquerque he said to his companions that “оп this very 
spot our successors shall see temples and universities as famous 
as those of our own dear Spain.” | | 

This city is making gigantic strides in the path of education. 
Four magnificent school houses have been erected at a cost of 
$43,000. Тһе buildings are of brick, two stories high, with 
trimmings of Flagstaff red sandstone. In the early spring а 
high school building, to cost over $20,000 will be erected. 
The work 8f the schools under the present management has 
given entire satisfaction.

For securing uniformity in discipline and school manage- 
ment, for the discussion of methods of instruction and educa- 
tional principles, and for the general improvement of the 
schools, regular monthly meetings for the teachers have been 
held, the attendadce upon which has been prompt and regular. 

А very interesting class of boys and girls will be ready to 
finish the English course next year. Тһе high school enrolled 


thirty-five pupils and good work has been done, considering this 


to be the first year of its existence. 

The teaching of temperance physiology, or the effects of 
alcohol upon the system, as required by the United States law, 
has had a regular place in the school program. 

The occasions for national holidays and the birthdays of 
noted men and women have been noticed as they came, in the 
effort to create sentiments of patriotism.

The house is built of brick 
and is а beautiful specimen of the best modern style of school 
building. It is provided with four large well furnished rooms 
` and two recitation rooms, all of which are heated by в а hot air 
furnace. 

Prof. Geo. Selby, A. M., late. superintendent of schools at 
Pittsfield, Il, has taken charge of the schools. Тһе grading 
has been revised апа brought up to the work, of similar schools 
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in the older States. In the intermediate grades, the work in 
language and primary physiology has been systematized, and 
suitable text books in the former study have been placed in the 
hands of the pupils for the first time. 

A high school course, extending over a period of three years, 
has been introduced. This course includes higher arithmetic 
algebra, grammar and rhetoric, general history, reading and 
literature, physics, physiology, botamy,*zoology, and Latin. 

There are four teachers, not including the principal, namely:

PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 
SAN MIGUEL COLLEGE, SANTA FE. 


This college, founded by the Christian Brothers in 1859, stil 
holds its own as one of the leading institutions of learning in the 
south-west. In the beginning the Brothers took quarters in | 


rented buildings, but to-day they have their own buildings, 


which have cost nearly $50,000. : 
The college i is unendowed and it has not recived any share of 


the public funds. 1% has been self-supporting from its founda- 


tion. 
One hundred and three pupils have been enrolled during the 


` present year. 

The course of study consists ` of the English language, 
mathematics, commereial branches, phonography, typewriting, 
chemistry, assaying and music. 

The college has a well stocked cabinet of minerals, and a 
good chemical laboratory. 

The Christian Brothers also conduct the La Salle Institute, 
at Las Vegas, with an attendance of 100 scholars, and a school 


in Bernalillo with 150 scholars. 


ACADEMY OF LORETTO. 


The Academy of Our Lady of Light was founded by the 
Sisters of Loretto in 1853. The first sisters started from the 
mother house in Kentucky, June 26, 1852, and arrived in Santa 
Fe the following October, accompanying the late Archbishop 
(then Bishop) Lamy, who had gone to the States to procure 
teachers for his extensive diocese. They were four in number. 
with Mother Magdalen Hayden as Superior. They were un- 
able to open school until January 1, 1853, having to acquire 
the Spanish language. As soon as this was accomplished they 
eommenced to teach in the house which Bishop Lamy had given 
them opposite the cathedral. Here they remained until 1855, 
when they moved to the present site, it being а much more de- . 
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sirable location. The lot on which stands “Туа Casa Americana,” 
so-called because, it was the first house with a shingle. roof in 
Santa Fe, was given to the Sisters by Bishop Lamy, who always 
had the welfare of the school at heart. Here good adobe houses 
were built and the school began a prosperous career. Ив good 
name spread and soon the house was filled with boarders, fifty 
being the greatest number. The present academy was finished 
in 1881, and cost about $24,000. It is furnished with modern 
improvements, gas, water, steam etc., ара is noted for its bright, 
sunny, well ventilated school rooms. The course of study in- 
cludes the elementary and higher branches of an English edu- 
cation. Phonography, typewriting, painting, music, plain and 
ornamental needle work, etc., are likewise taught. The num- 
ber of boarders is not so great as іп former years, on account 
of the branch houses of the order, which are scattered through- 
out the Territory. Тһе academy was incorporated in 1874. 


They also have a select day school in connection with the 


boarding school. 


The historical old adobe building formerly occupied by the 
Sisters of Loretto has been torn down and in its place a beauti- 
ful three-story brick building has been erected at an expense 
of about.$10,000. This building will be ready for occupancy 


- next spring. 


WHITIN HALL SCHOOL, SANTA FE. 


Prof. W. H. Perry, Superintendent. 


This school is sustained by the New West Educational Com- 
mission (Congregational), forthe Christian (non-sectarian ) edu- 
cation of the youth of New Mexico. The school occupies the 
commodious building of the University of New Mexico. 


The privileges of the school, for the year 1892-93, are afford- 
ed free of charge to all pupils, without respect to age, sex, or 
race, who by deportment and scholarship manifest a desire for 


self-improvement, 
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The record of attendance shows a gain in regularity over pre- 
ceding years | ; 4 


A lively interest and’ spirit of friendly emulation character- 
izes class work ia all grades. «While the lower departments will 
be maintained and equipped for progressive work, it is the pur- 
pose of the management to carefully grade the classes and 
establish such a course of study as will give the school a 
thorough academic basis, fitting those students who shall com- 
plete its curriculum for entrance to the best colleges of the 
country. | 


The school has the use of a large library especially rich in 
works of reference and upon historical and scientifie subjects. 


% 


Some progress has been’ made in organization of industrial 
classes and it is hoped {о further advance this feature of the 
work during the coming year. 


While at present there is no boarding department sustained 


in connection with the school, the growing demands may ren- ' 


der such steps necessary in the near future. То students of 
either sex, outside of Santa Fe, who desire to avail themselves of 
the privileges of theschool the principal can, at short notice, rec- 
ommend congenial homes at moderate charges for board, in 
either English, German or Spanish speaking families. |

The first term of the university, which closed September 2, 
was quite successful, having an enrollment of seventy-five 
pupils, many of those attending being teachers or preparing to 
teach. Тһе work done was for the greater part that required 
for the first-grade county teacher's certificate, with the addition 
of algebra and Spanish. During the term a course of lectures 
on educational topics was given by leading educators of the 
Territory. 

Тһе tuition is free to all pupils in the Territory of New Мех- 
ico, and every effort wil be made, by both the faculty and 
board of regents, to meet the requirements of the people of the 
Territory and to add to the facilities of the university. in every 
way possible. 

The university is located in Albuquerque, the county seat of 
Bernalillo county, a progressive city of 8,000 inhabitants,

23 


pleasantly situated in the valley of the Rio Grande, with all 
modern improvements, such as electric lights, street cars, ete. 


` The city is easily reached from any part of the Territory, being 


centrally located, and at the junction of the Atlantic & Pacific 


. with the Santa Fe railroad. The climate is very even, and the 


air so bracing that students unable to pursue their studies in 


other climates may do so here, and i 0/۶ in general health 
_at the ваше time. · 


The new university building is situated some distance east of 
the railroad depot on Railroad avenue, on high ground from 
which a commanding view is obtained of the mountains to the 
north-east and of the Rio Grande valley to the west and south. 
The building is large and commodious, and will easily accom- 
modate 300 students. It is well ventilated, has all modern con- : 
veniences, and is one of the best buildings for educational pur- 
poses in the Territory. 


AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. | 
The Agricultural College, located at Las Cruces, was first 
opened to students in a rented building, Jan. 21, 1890. 


The erection of a college building was begun about May 1st 
of the same year, and the building was first occupied by the 
college about Feb. 1, 1891. It is a substantial two-story brick 


| structure, with stone foundation and basement. It contains 


fourteen rooms, and with heating apparatus and furniture cost 
about $25,000. 

А% the present time the building ін well furnished d 
modern school furniture. Its library occupies а large room 
which also serves as the office of the college élerk and the study 
room. for the college students. Тһе library contains 1,500 
volumes, including several sets of‘ cyclopedias, various diction- 
aries, and a large number of books of reference, besides a well 
selected library of general literature. The readjng room is also 
supplied with many leading magazines and periodicals. 

The various departments of the college are supplied with 
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good apparatus appropriate to their needs; in short, the equip- 
ment is such as to furnish first-class facilities for obtaining a 
practical education according to the purpose of the institution. 


The experiment station is being managed in acccordance 


with the provisions of the act creating it, A finé experimental 


orchard and vineyard will soon come into bearing, and the re- 
sults will be given to the people in bulletins, of which seven 
have already been published. The various small grains, in- 
cluding 400 varieties of wheat just harvested, show astonishing 
results with little irrigation under intelligent treatment. 


The faculty having charge.of the college and the experiment 
station consists of the president of the college and director of 
the station, seven professors, two instructors, four assistants, 
one librarian and clerk. .- | ; 


Тһе college offers to students four courses of instruction, be- 
sides a preparatory school; the courses are agriculture and 
science, mechanical engineering, civil engineering, and clasical - 
and scientific. 

During the year closing June 1, 1892, the enrollment of 
students was ав follows: In the preparatory school, 105; in the 
freshman class, fifteen; in the sophomore class, thirteen; and 
in the junior class, one. Tuition is free, except an entrance 
{ее of $8 per annum.  Text-books are loaned to students. 

The revenue is derived from the following sources: 

1. From the Territory one-fifth mill tax which yields an- 
nually about $7,000. 

2. From the United States, under act of 1890, for year 1892, 
$17.000. This sum is to be increased annually by the sum of 
$1,000 until the annual appropriation reaches $25,000. | 

3. From the United States, under act of 1887, for support | 
of agricultural experiment station, annually $15,000. О 

4. From entrance fees and products sold from the farm, 
an uncertain sum. | 

The second and third sums are appropriated for specific pur- 
poses, and can not be used “for the purchase, repair, erection or 
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preservation of any building,” except 5 Por cent annually of the 
$15,000. |

In pursuance of the above enactment, a board of trustees was 
appointed, plans and specifications for the erection of the neces- 
sary buildings drawn by Messrs. Thayer and Robinson, .archi- 7 
tects, of New York, representing the most modern require- | 
ments as developed by the experience.of the Columbia College | 
School of Mines and other leading technological institutions, 
and contracts were let for the erection of a laboratory building | 
185x32 feet, with lecture room in second story of central por- 
tion and spectroscopic room still above, and with a rear exten- 


sion of 54х80 feet to be used as a metallurgical laboratory. 


This: building has just been completed, It is a very hand- 
some and thoroughly finished structure of white rhyolite ог 
lava rock, in a broken ashlar, trimmed with Arizona sandstone. 
The :building is equipped with the Smead warming ‘and 
ventilating apparatus, and the Smead dry . closet and cremating : 
system, and is finished inside in all rooms and halls (excepting 
the metallurgical laboratory) in oiled. hard-pine. Тһе base: 


ment rooms are floored with cement concrete,:and the floor’. of =. 


the metallurgical laboratory is of fire proof material. This 
laboratory is fitted with twenty-two crucible and other furnaces, 
and the necessary foundation strüctüres for such other appli- . 
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„ances as may be required. Commodious qualitative and 
quantitative analytical laboratories (each 28x48 ft.) exist and 
there will be provided also а large museum, and library. Other 
rooms, such as balance rooms, spectroscopic laboratory, lecture 


room, etc., algo are included in this building. 


A‘ well on the ground furnishes an abundance of pure water, 


but arrangements are now being made to convey.to all parts of* 


the building a supply of water under 100 feet head from a 
mountain stream, the same which supplies the city of Socorro. 


The grounds of the school consist of. twenty acres of level 
meadow land within the irrigable district, about one mile west 
of the Rio Grande and one-half mile northwest from the rail- 
road station at Socorro. The laboratory building is situated 
nearly i in the center of these-grounds. 


‘Hotels and boarding houses аге within six or eight blocks of 
the building. 
` The climate is healthful and agreeable, and the surroundings 
pleasant.

The present financial condition of the school of mines is 
shown by the following abstract from the last report of the 
treasurer: 

Under the appropriation from the Territorial Legislature, 
the school has received up to date $17,935.02, of which there 
is on hand about $1,800; the amount collected yearly being, as 
will be seen, only about 86, 000. 

There has been’ expended for all purposes connected with the 
building and grounds about $13,318 in cash. 

There is collected, of the special appropriation of $4,000 
(appropriated at the last Legislative Assembly) for чиш 
the laboratory, about $2,600. 

Cost of building about.$40,000. 


The course of study at.the New Mexico School of Mines will 
embráce all the studies which are essential to the education of 
a mining engineer, in addition to the usual literary education 
which 20 who.enter the school of mines are presumed to 
have already acquired. | 
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The course will include shop practice in fitting machinery, 
etc., field work in surveying, topography, geology, prospect- 
ing, laying out irrigation canals and reservoirs, the study ánd 
mapping of mining districts, of mine workings, etc., -the exam- 
ination of processes in practical operation for the utilization of 
natural products—cements, fire clays, metallic minerals, coals, 
and the many other mineral productions which abound in New 
Mexico. | ЕТ 

The grounds immediately adjacent to the school include 
irrigable land, plateau and mountainous formation, all affording 
an excellent field for practice in elementary surveying, topog- 
raphy, mine surveying and practical geology, so that students 
can be prepared.at the very doors of the school in branches 
which usually require tedious excursions from eastern mining 
schools. 

Such are some of the features of this school of mines which 
recommend it as an institution which deserves national endow- 
ment as well as one which merits the solicitude and support of 


, the people of New Mexico. 


DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUTE, SANTA FE. 


Lars M. Larson, Superintendent. | | 

This school is now in successful operation and has an attend- 
ance of thirteen scholars. The building has cost $5,000. It 
is а fine brick building containing eighteen good rooms and is 
ample for present needs.. Тһе expenditures for the last two 


years have been $4,000, and in order to make this institution 


as successful as it should be the Legislature ought to grant it 


ап appropriation of at least $5,000. 


The scholars are making very good progress in their studies 
and great improvement in written language. One student who 
just graduated in this school with honor has succeeded in pass- 
ing his examination for admission to the National College for 
the Deaf, at Washinnton, D. C., the best school for the deaf in 
the world. There are in this Territory 225 deaf and 300 blind 
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persons аб present. About 40 per cent of this unfortunate 


class are of school age. They are clearly entitled to be edu- 


cated on ap equal footing with those who are not afflicted. 
The education of the deaf and blind is especially difficult. 


They can not be taught in the public schools and there must 


be a separate institution for their benefit, Such an institu- 
tion can not be considered as an asylum or a public charity, 
but a school to educate them for the duties of life to enable 
them to support themselves in the world. The methods of in- 
truction used are those in use in the States. The sign language 
is used as a means of imparting knowledge. 


INDIAN SCHOOLS. 


The various Indian schools situated at Santa Fe, Albuquer- 
que, and Bernalillo, are in a flourishing condition and are at- 
tended by all the pupils that can possibly be accommodated. 


I take particular pleasure in reporting that Arbor Day and 
Columbus Day were appropriately celebrated throughout the 
Territory.
